None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicants' claimed 
method as set forth in independent claim 1 that is particularly characterized at 
least by the claimed method steps of "retrieving information representative of a 
weather type from a database, based on the location" and "adjusting, 
automatically, the threshold for a radar display based on the information" taken 
together and taken in the overall context of independent claim 1 . 

Dependent claims 2-9 are allowable for at least the reasons for which 
claim 1 is allowable. 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicants' claimed 
method as set forth in independent claim 10 that is particularly characterized at 
least by the claimed method step of "adjusting, automatically, the weather radar 
display to display weather hazards, based on the type of weather" taken in the 
overall context of independent claim 10. 

Dependent claims 11-17 are allowable for at least the reasons for which 
claim 10 is allowable. 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicants' claimed 
apparatus as set forth in independent claim 18 that is particularly characterized at
